Even the jarring presence of a hardware store, a 
printing ahop, a hot-dog stand and a five-and-dlme establishment in 
Vesey and Fulton streets outside the iron gates, cannot take away 
from the air of another world. 
You are struck, as you peer at the old headstones—the ones you 
read—at how young they died. so long ago. On one stone after an­ 
other, the faint hieroglyphics state feebly that the dead one waa 32 
or 28 or 37 
With some, of course the causes were not natural; I paused at a 
n’aque on the front of the old church to read of the great deeda of 
Maj Gen Richard Montgomery, who on Dec. 31. 1775, was killed in 
the attack on Quebec.

THE DEAD WERE EVERYWHERE; under the church, under the 
flagstones, under tall monuments and under crumbling, brown-black 
gravestones.

There are a few minor league celebrities in 8t, Paul’s graves, of 
•'nurse; It is not as if they cannot stand up proudly to Trinity, 
rhere art General Montgomery and a colonel of artillery named 
Oswald who vanished this mortal coil in 1795, and George Frederick 
Cook. a onetime English acting great, and a gentleman who Is 
described as the father of American chemistry but whose nm me 
escapes me. 
Those were the days when the epitaph was a magnificent and 
monumental project. 
Epitaph# were somewhat more restrained, 
••vtdentJy, in New York than they were in New England, where they 
frequently were cynical and sacrillgeoua. but still they were written 
with a flowery grace that ha# since vanished.
